REMARKS 

Claims 1-13, 15-18, 22, and 26-31 are pending in this application. No prior art 
rejection has been asserted. Applicant requests that the outstanding rejection of the 
pending claims be reconsidered and withdrawn. 

Obviousness-Type Double Patenting Rejection: 

All pending claims in the above-identified patent application presently stand 
rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1-19 of U.S. Patent No. 6,705,568. 

Submitted herewith is a Terminal Disclaimer To Obviate a Double Patenting 
Rejection Over a Prior Patent. The Office Action itself acknowledges that such a 
terminal disclaimer may be used to overcome an obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection of the type asserted against the pending claims. Accordingly, we 
respectfully submit that the double patenting is no longer tenable.
